Reasons For Allowance 



1. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance : 

the prior art taken either singly or in combination fails to 
anticipate or fairly suggest that which the Applicant claims in 
claim 5 in a manner which would warrant a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. § 102 or 35 U.S.C. § 103. 

There was no prior art found by the examiner that suggested 
modification or combination with the cited prior art so as to 
satisfy the combination of the present independent claim 5; 
especially, the prior art does not provide release of the device 
occurring when the difference between the values of the data 
voltage and the select voltage is below a second predetermined 
level lowest, and the device maintaining its state when the 
select voltage is at the bias level as recited by claim 5.
